In compliance with the Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the following recommendations are made, 
viz: 

That $5 per $1000 of the equalized valuation of the 
town be raised for the support of Elementary schools;

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Members of the School Board: 


In accordance with a very general and determined 
movement throughout our state to improve the edu- 
cational work of the rural schools the teachers and 
superintendent have in the course of the last three 
or four years worked to this end in the schools of 
_ Springfield. We have not attained a result such as 
we are constantly hoping to get and yet we can see 
where our schools compare favorably, not only with 
schools in other towns of like size and situation, but 
with those in towns larger and with better facilities 
than ours. In fact it has become rather generally 
known of late to those who follow educational develop- 
ment in New England that schools in the smaller vil- 
lages which are willing and able to provide certain con- 
ditions for their schools are doing more thorough 
work than many schools in large towns and cities. 

Definitely, the smaller villages are likely to have 
more ambitious and harder working teachers than 
cities. Teachers in cities have attained the goal of 
their ambition, namely to occupy a city position and 
henceforth the ambition of their lives is merely to hold 
it. Small town teachers are in the race of getting 
ahead. They want to succeed that success may bring 
them larger positions, more advantages in many ways. 
They are hard workers for success, they have a future 
rather than a past. Springfield has been blessed with 
many of this class of teachers, and we have had bet- 
ter work done in the schools than the salaries paid 
have always given us a right to expect. 

The teacher will always be the larger part of 
every school—not what she says but what she thinks, 
and what she does. 

Children in our schools have been getting more 
than book lore. I have seen it growing among them, 
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the regard for the spirit of those who teach them, 
and the ability to live together in school in a fine spi- 
rit of helpfulness and cheerful interest in what they 
are doing. The teachers are that way. No complain- 
ing because things are not better, because they do not 
have more to do with; no finding fault with the pupils, 
no blaming them for stupidity or slowness, simply a 
good disposition and getting together and doing all 
we can. That is surely an attitude which the whole 
of every town might well copy. 

Again, we have tried to measure in certain def- 
inite ways the resutls of our ordinary work in reading, 
arithmetic and other subjects to see how the work 
done in the schools compared with that of other 
schools, even in other states. Certain rather definite 
ratings have been secured and probably people would 
like to know what they are. For the last your years 
tests in common examples in addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, division and common fractions have 
been given in the month of December throughout the 
State of Massachusetts. In December, 1926 this con- 
test was opened to all the schools of New England and 
the schools of Springfield were entered and were giv- 
en the tests. These are given only to the fifth, sixth 
and seventh grades, and the scores are given below. 
The scores are in per cents and these per cents mean 
the proportion of each grade which made perfect 
scores, i. e., the proportion which worked every ex- 
ample absolutely correct in every particular. Thus in 
the seventh grade of our schools there are six pupils 
throughout the town; seven pupils in the sixth, and 
seven in the fifth grade. If three pupils in the seventh 
grade secured perfect accuracy in all the work in any 
process they count as one-half or 50% accuracy; if 
two-thirds, 66.67% and so on. The table follows: :

Lest these results should seem disgracefully low 
the following table is inserted for the sake of com- 
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parison. These were the scores of accuracy made in 
the schools throughout Massachusetts in December, 
1925. These scores are averaged on all cities and 
towns which took the test.

While, to be sure, every pupil ought to make a 
perfect score in such simple arithmetic as this, it 
would seem that even in the best states they do not, 
and hence we take courage to think we are getting on 
as well as we are. 

By the use of these standards of comparison, by 
comparing our schools with others in New England we 
are aiming to get work done in them not merely good 
enough for the town in which they are, but as good as 
is done in any town. Our pupils will not all of them 
always remain in Springfield. 

We have one pupil from last year’s grammar 
grade in high school this year in a neighboring town. 
She is doing a good grade of work. The quality of her 
work seems all the better when it is known that she is 
taking a third more work than is required of pupils in 
the entering class. 

The better work our village schools do, the better 
work our pupils can do when they go away to high 
schools in other towns. 

It may be in place in closing this report to add an 
expression of a personal nature. In the passing of one 
who had been connected with our school board for 
many years and whom I had come to look upon as not 
merely a business associate but as an intimate friend I 
feel a real personal sense of loss. Mr. Philbrick was 
esteemed both for his keen interest in our work with 
the schools and for his helpfulness in many other 
ways.
